Racquetball 
negotiations 
moving forward 


Negotiations between City of Lompoc and County of Santa Barbara officials 
appeared today to be moving toward a decision that would allow a racquetball 
facility to be built on property near Lompoc Shopping Center. 
At a meeting late Tuesday afternoon, the City of Lompoc presented an alter­ 
native to the county’s proposal of a 50-year lease of a four-acre site between the 
shopping center and Lompoc High School for development as a park. Included 
in the use would be an area set aside for the construction of a racquetball 
facility by a private developer. 
The city originally had hoped for a deeding of the property to Lompoc by the 
county but came up with the alternative of a 50-year non-cancelable lease. The 
county’s proposal would have provided for cancelation of the lease if the 
racquetball facility should fail and the city not be liable for its continued opera­ 
tion 
“ County representatives, including Supervisor Bob Hedlund. expressed in­ 
terest at the meeting in seeing the project go ahead.” City Administrator Gene 
L Wählers said today. 
Wählers reported that the city’s counter proposal will be reviewed by the 
County Counsel’s office today and that another meeting between Mayor E. C. 
Stevens and City Attorney Alan Davidson and Hedlund and county staff 
representatives will be held Thursday to see whether a proposal can be drafted 
for presentation to the Board of Supervisors next Monday. 
Wählers said the non-cancelable provision in the lease is vital to the racquet­ 
ball developers. B K B Associates of Ventura, in getting financing for the 
project. 
BK B had advised the city last week that unless some type of decision is 
reached on a site for the development by February 15, the firm will withdraw 
its offer to build the quarter-million-dollar recreational facility in Lompoc. 
Wählers said the city has not reviewed the latest developments with B K B to 
determine whether the terms are agreeable. 
We ll be getting back with them as soon as we have something to present so 
that we can find out whether it is an agreement they can live with." Wählers 
said. 
BK B has signed one agreement worked out last October to place the racquet­ 
ball courts in Ryon Park Objections raised to that proposal caused the search 
to begin for the alternate site and the Ryon Park contract never was consum­ 
mated by the city. B K B indicated in a communication to Lompoc officials last 
week that unless either the plans for the alternate site are ready to go or the 
Ryon Park agreement is signed by the city by February 15. it will withdraw its 
proposal to build the facility here. 
At the council meeting of January 18. Mayor E C. Stevens indicated he might 
propose a consummation of the Ryon Park contract, which would allow B K B to 
develop its facility on the leased site, rather than lose the project should no 
agreement with the county on the alternate location be reached by the 
deadline 
Objections to the facility in Ryon Park have been raised by park area resi­ 
dents who fear traffic and noise will create problems for the neighborhood 
CounciImen Joe Valencia and Charles Ward have sided with the residents 
while Stevens and Councilwoman Charlotte Benton appear to be ready to go 
ahead with the project Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz has not indicated 
which way she would vote on such a proposal, preferring to await the conclu­ 
sion — favorable or unfavorable - of negotiations for the alternate site.

Parole Commission today granted parole 
to Watergate burglar E Howard Hunt 
effective Feb 25 providing Hunt pays his 
$10.000 fine. 
A commission spokesman announced 
the decision to grant parole after Hunt 
was personally notified at the federal 
minimum security prison at Egltn Air 
Force Base. Fla The vote of the full, 
seven-member commission which con­ 
sidered Hunt’s case was not revealed 
The condition on Hunt’s parole was 
reported to be

payment of his committed fine or it is 
otherwise disposed of according to law 
Before the announcement, Hunt told a 
state court in Fort Walter Beach. Fla. he 
had received a telephone call from 
Washington, D C , at 8:15 a m EST tell­ 
ing him his parole had been approved 
Hunt has been serving a 30-month to 8- 
year sentence at the nearby Eglm Air 
Force Base prison facility 
Hunt, one of the organizers of the 1972 
Watergate burglary, has been eligible 
for parole since Jan 10 
A former CIA agent. Hunt was indicted 
in September, 1972. on six counts of con­ 
spiracy, burglary, wiretapping and com­ 
munications interception in the June. 
1972 break-in at Democratic National 
Committee headquarters located in the 
Watergate complex

Mondale in Rome after 
firm pledge to W. Berlin 


R O M E (U P I) — Vice President 
Walter Mondale flew in from Germany 
today for talks with Italian officials and 
said his meetings with European leaders 
were recognition of their countries 
central role in U S foreign policy. 
Mondale arrived in Rome from West 
Berlin where he saw the Berlin wall for 
the first time and pledged to uphold U S 
commitments to that isolated city with 
“ whatever means necessary.” 
The Vice President’s Boeing 707 Air 
Force Two landed at Rome s Ciampino 
airport at 1.52 p.m. (5:52 a m PST),on 
the third leg of his European-Asian tour. 
“ I am delighted to be in Italy,” Mon­ 
dale said on arrival. “ Millions of 
Americans are of Italian heritage and we 
are proud of the contributions they have 
made to American life. 
“ We recognize that close relations and 
cooperation with our allies must be the 
cornerstone of U.S. foreign policy," he 
said 
“ I have just come from Belgium and 
Germany where I had wide-ranging dis­ 
cussions about economic recovery, 
our 


commitment to NATO, the concern and 
priority the United States attaches to 
progress on (nuclear) non-proliferation 
and reduction of international arms 
sales... and our interest in great trade 
cooperation,” Mondale said. 
Mondale said he was looking forward 
to his meetings with Italian Prem ier 
Giulio Andreotti and President Giovanni 
Leone and a private audience scheduled 
with Pope Paul VI at Vatican City. 
Security at Ciampino airport was es­ 
pecially tight for Mondale’s arrival with 
police and attack dogs patrolling the tar­ 
mac and all those entering subjected to 
through search 
Following his arrival statement Mon­ 
dale traveled in a motorcade to his 
headquarters at the Excelsior Hotel on 
central Rome’s Via Veneto. 
While in West Berlin, Mondale was 
visibly shaken by his first visit to the 
Communist-built wall dividing the city. 
He told West Berliners that President 
Carter had pledged to maintain their 
freedom and work for the wall's eventual 
disappearance

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District Tuesday listened to some last 
minute objections from the audience and 
then approved the expenditure of about 
$400,000 in one-time only monies. 
All five trustees voted to spend 
$100.000 for staff development; $175.000 
for the replacement of instructional 
equipment. $75,000 for the purchase of 
instructional equipment. $25,000 for the 
teacher resource center; and $23,000 for 
the elementary music and art program. 
The money comes from a fund 
originally of about $1 9 million that came 
to the district from state coffers after 
the courts ruled it had been illegally 
withheld from the district’s allotment of 
state aid. Some of the money was used 
initially to reduce the tax rate, some was 
recently authorized for expansion of the 
automotive program at Lompoc High 
School 
The money has been held in an 
interest-bearing account since it was 
received a few years ago. 
Last night’s appropriations were based 
on recommendations that survived a 
long series of discussions including a 
court-imposed discussion with the Cer­ 
tificated Employe Council. 
Alternative views on the use of the 
money have centered until now mainly 
on proposals for reducing the tax rate 
John Flaherty spoke in that vein last 
night. He told the school board he spoke 
not only himself, but also for the 
Vandenberg Village Association 
He 
noted that several hundred residents had 
signed a petition a year ago pleading for 
use of the money for property tax relief 
“ I very strongly urge the board to keep 
the fund in reserve and use it to reduce 
taxes next year,” he declared. 
Bob Ferrence said he was a concerned 
taxpayer and noted that the district ’s tax 
rate had risen more than 60 per cent in 
one year. He pleaded for “ a policy of 
conservatism.” 
“ Citizens are being driven to the wall 
by high taxes and high prices,” he 
declared. He added that he wanted the 
funds to be “ frozen and used to reduce 
taxes.” 
Alberta Morgan was critical of the 
staff development proposal, suggesting 
that the board should conduct a study to 
see how teachers were using the 
resource center before giving any more 
money to it; said the money should be 
held for the future and said that “ not a 
penny should be transferred” from the 
special reserve fund to the general fund. 
Ed Walsh called for a moratorium on 
spending until the districtwide needs as­ 
sessment is completed 
Carol Linger, a teacher and president 
of Lompoc Education Association, said 
she wanted to speak in favor of the ap­ 
propriation for staff development. 
She said it was important and added, 
“ It’s not frivolous ” 
Don Adams declared, “ If the money is 


used now it should be used for the same 
types of things it was originally in­ 
tended.” 
Robert M. Coe said the board should be 
more specific on the uses intended for 
the money, especially the $175.000 item 
T ru stee Ja c k H elm an made a 
definitive statem ent, noting, “ We 
deleted programs at the time the money 
was withheld. The procedure here is 
legitimate The school board has been 
very fair to the taxpayer.” 
Gail Steiger declared, “ This is our 
revenue sharing program. This is the dis­ 
trict's one opportunity to get some of the 
things that the budget will not permit.” 
Board chairman Richard K. Jacoby 
noted that “ the board did meet and con­ 
fer in good faith with the C EC.” Later, 
he recalled that the expenditure 
proposals had been discussed by the 
board on a number of occasions. 
Barbara Berg added; “ These things 
will be advantageous to our students.” 
Before the board voted and disposed of

Carter ready 
to act on 
gas supply 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Moving to 
ease a natural gas crisis so severe that 
supplies for homes are endangered. 
President Carter was ready today to ask 
Congress for authority to control dis­ 
tribution and deregulate gas prices. 
A White House official said the main 
thrust of Carter’s request was for stand­ 
by power to make natural gas companies 
shift supplies to the most needy areas 
“ in a crisis situation.” 
He said a second major aspect of the 
emergency proposal would enable inter­ 
state gas companies to buy supplies for 
the next six months at a higher price 
than they now are allowed to pay under 
Federal Power Commission rules. 
That would increase gas prices to con­ 
sumers, a spokesman said, but it also 
would result in increased supplies. 
Today, the President planned to attend 
swearing-in ceremonies for Attorney 
General G riffin Bell at the Justice 
Departm ent, and hold a series of 
meetings with labor leaders George 
Meany and Lane Kirkland, and with U N 
Ambassador Andrew Young and Sir 
Peter Ramsbotham, British ambas­ 
sador. 


House Democrats 
deny chairmanship 
.to Rep. Sikes 


W A SH IN G T O N ( U P I ) - House 
Democrats, under public pressure to 
demonstrate they will push for a strict 
new code of congressional ethics, voted 
today to deny Rep. Robert L. F. Sikes the 
chairmanship of a subcommittee he was 
accused of using for personal gain. 
Sikes, 70, a veteran of 36 years in the 
House, lost in a secret ballot vote in a 
party caucus. 
The House voted 381 to 3 last year to 
reprimand Sikes for failure to reveal 
financial holdings in a bank and land 
development project which benefited 
from legislation he either introduced or 
helped push to passage.

1RS boosts staff 
in north county

Over the past 14 months, the 
Internal Revenue Service has 
quietly moved four auditors 
into the Lompoc-Santa Maria 
area The word is now out and 
taxpayers are worried. 
P nor to the move there were 
no auditors assigned to the IRS 
office, 117 W 
Tunnell Ave., 
Santa Maria 
Does the move mean more 
taxpayers in the area will be 
audited'’ Who will be next? 
What's the reason9 
If the taxpayer is looking 
forward to harassm ent by the 
IRS, forget it. The action is be­ 
ing taken as a convenience to 
taxpayers and as an economy 
move, according to B etty 
Culver, office group manager in 
Santa Maria, and Michael A 
R ickus, field au d it group 
manager in Santa Barbara 
For the convenience of the 
ta x p a y e r, th e a d d itio n a l 
auditing staff now provides 
more 
technical” people to 
answer tax questions by the 
public on an all-year round 
basis instead of merely during 
the tax filing season 
Furtherm ore, the office can 
now remain open during the 
lunch hour 
Additionally, taxpayers who 
have had their returns selected 
for audit do not have to travel 
as far as Santa Barbara or Ox­ 
nard for their unwanted ex­ 
amination 
The government saves money 
by discontinuing the practice of 
paying Santa Barbara auditors 
per diem to drive to Santa 
M a ria w h en a u d i t s a r e 
scheduled 
Additional auditors have been 
needed in this area for a long 
time due to the increase in pop­ 
ulation Rickus explained ‘‘It 
was very inconvenient and we 
were getting a fair number of 
complaints from taxpayers.” 
He assured that taxpayers 
who are selected for audit now 
would have been selected 
reg a rd le ss of w hether ad ­ 
ditional auditors were placed in 
Santa Maria. 
If one is targeted for an audit, 
blame the computer 
Tax re tu rn s a re m ailed 
dutifully to the Fresno service 
c e n t e r w h e r e th e y a r e 
physically proofed” to ex­ 
am ine th a t all form s and 
receipts are present and the 
m athem atics verii«ed 
All of the return information 
is fed into a computer which 
ca lc u lates the figures and 
determ ines a balance 
The 
“ balance,” or “bottom line” is 
whether the taxpayer has to pay 
the government or whether the 
government owes the taxp* yer 


or whether both parties break 
even. 
The computer also reveals 
“ audit potential” and scores 
each return with a number. A 
high number on the computer, 
such as 500, means the return 
has good “audit potential” and 
it will be sent to the district IRS 
office in Los Angeles 
Such potentials are then 
“ screened” by auditors and ap­ 
proximately two-thirds are sent 
out to field offices such as in 
Santa M ana Audits are then 
called with the taxpayer pre­ 
sent. 
Some 50 taxpayers a week are 
called into the Santa Maria 
field office for audit. Approx­ 
imately 28 per cent of the tax 
form s have been calculated 
dollar perfect and on five to 10 
per cent the IRS discovers it 
owes the taxpayer. 
However, the balance, over 
50 per cent, are assessed higher 
tax payments. 
Can a taxpayer go through 
life paying his income tax 
without being called in for an 
audit? 
“ It totally depends on what 
you put on your return,” Rickus 
answers. “ Some people who 
take standard deductions may 
never be called in. Some people 
get audited every year because 
they incur such unusual types 
and amounts of expenses ” 
The service center computer 
scores returns on the basis of 
income level, type of business 
and occupation and type of ex­ 
penses claimed 
R ickus said that despite 
beliefs to the contrary, the rich 
are audited more than middle 
and low-income taxpayers. In 
1974, 2 3 per cent of those 
across the country who earned 
under $10,000 were audited and 
2 5 per cent of those who earned 
$10,000 to $50,000 were audited 
For those earning more than 
$50,000 a year, 12.6 per cent 
were audited 
Small businesses also have 
fewer audits. Some 8.21 per 
cent of corporations who gros­ 
sed $100 million or more were 
audited in 1974 while 6.7 per 
cent of businesses earning 
$50,000 to $100,000 were audited 
“We actually have a staff 
full-time at General Motors,” 
Rickus said 
In 1974 there were 84 million 
personnal income tax returns 
filed. The IRS audited two 
million, assessing $1.4 billion 
additional dollars as a result of 
the audits. In addition, many 
thousands of corporations, es­ 
tates, employment, gift and 
other kinds of tax returns were 
audited and assessed accor­ 
dingly for millions of additional 
tax dollars.

New Fourth D istrict Super­ 
visor Robert Hedlund, of Lom­ 
poc, d eclared Tuesday he 
“ couldn’t understand” 
why 
prime farm land of 20 acres 
couldn’t be adm itted into the 
county’s agricultural preserve 
program the same as 40-acre 
properties. 
Hedlund said he felt the 40- 
acre prim e land m inim um 
figure was an “ arbitrary one” 
in discussion of the county’s 
farm preserve program at a 
work session involving the 
B oard of S u p erv iso rs and 
County Agricultural Preserve 
Advisory Committee. 
County Farm Adviser George 
Goodall, a com m ittee member 
and former chairman, replied 
to Hedlund that a fiscal impact 
study of the 2B-acre preserve 
would need to be studied first to 
determine what the tax shift 
would be. 
Also, he added, there was the 
“question of how intensive a 20- 
acre parcel was being farm ed,” 
adding “ some 20-acre lands in 
Santa Ynez Valley, for in­ 
stance, aren’t being farmed at 
all.” 


Goodall acknowledged it was 
“an issue that could be worked 
on.” however. 


But other views cam e from 
new Third D istrict Supervisor 
William B. Wallace, of Goleta, 


and Assistant County Planning 
Director Paul Wack. 
W allace told Hedlund he 
believed the 20-acre parcel was 
lost as a potential preserve 
“ when the zoning got down to 20 
acres” from zoning of much 
less density. 
Wack told the session: 
“ When you are talking of 
sm aller parcels for preserves, 
it can pose problem s. If a 
minimum of 20 acres is set for a 
preserve, a ranch of 200-acres 
could apply for a 20-acre sub­ 
division.” 
The Williamson Act which 
allowed the county to set up its 
agricultural preserve program 
is designed to protect com m er­ 
cial agriculture and other open 
space, and not non-commercial 
e n d e a v o r s e v e n th o u g h 
agricultural zoning is retained. 
Goodall declared. 
Hedlund mentioned, however, 
that he felt 20-acre parcels of 
prime land not in preserves 
were being unduly “ pressured” 
by u rb a n iz a tio n and such 
valuable farm land could be lost 
to homebuilders. 
Actually, the county program 
allows for prime properties of 
30 acres to enter the preserve 
where it is found that “subdivi­ 
sion urbanization is imminent 
or where there is no other 
preserve to attach to," Goodall 
showed.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
human terms, President Jim 
irry Carter’s economic stimulus 
P an is an attempt to reduce the 
unemployment rolls by nearly a 
million and a half persons by 
the end of this year. 
There is debate in Congress 
whether his specific proposals 
would achieve that goal and 
whether it is the right goal. 
U nem p lo y m en t 
re c en tly 
stood at 7.8 per cent. C arter’s 
economists have talked of cut­ 
ting it to 6.5 to 7 per cent by 
next Jan. 1. Simplifying the 
figures, that would be a cut ap­ 
proaching 1.5 per cent — the 
figure prompting the congres­ 
sional debate. 
Each percentage point is a lit­ 
tle less than 1 million persons. 
Rep. Richard Bolling. D-Mo., 
head of Congress’ Joint Eco­ 
nomic C om m ittee, testified 
before the House Budget Com­ 
m ittee Tuesday that C arter’s 
proposed $30 billion, two-year 
economic stim ulus program 
would not reduce unemploy­ 
ment this much. He said $20 
billion to $24 billion con­ 
centrated in one year would. 
Alice Rivlin, head of the non­ 
partisan Congressional Budget 
Office, testified earlier that 
Carter could reach 6.5 per cent 
only if “ optim istic” economic 
projections work out.

State assessment on UFW reduced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
large $1 million state assess­ 
ment against the United Farm 
Workers of America for disput­ 
ed back payments in unemploy­ 
ment insurance and employe in­ 
come tax has been drastically 
reduced to $101,953, sta te 
records disclosed Tuesday. 
The reduction represented 
another chapter in a bitter fight 
betw een the UFW , w hich 
dramatized the cause of farm 
w orkers through nationwide 
grape and lettuce boycotts, and 
the state Department of Benefit 
Payments. 
“ W ere going to fight it,” 
UFW leader Cesar Chavez told 
UPI in a telephone interview. 


“ We don’t owe that money.” 
Even though the assessment 
was cut back by 90 per cent, a 
department spokesman assert­ 
ed th at an assessm en t of 
$100,000 was “ uncom m only 
large.” 


A hearing on the assessment, 
which covers a four-year period 
beginning in 1971, will be held in 
March by an adm inistrative 
law judge. His decision could be 
a p p e a le d 
to 
th e 
s t a t e 
Unemployment Insurance Ap­ 
peals Board and ultimately to 
the courts. 


California employers are re­ 
quired to make payments to the 
state for unemployment com- 


pensation insurance and also to 
withhold income taxes from 
employe paychecks. 


A reply by the department to 
Chavez’ request for a réévalua­ 
tion of a 1975 assessment has 
been filed with the appeals 
board. It is the first time any of 
the information surrounding the 
dispute has been made public. 
Department employes are pro­ 
hibited by law from discussing 
such cases. 
The department charged 13 
months ago that the UFW failed 
to make the payments and as­ 
sessed the union $940,000. 
Chavez protested that the 
persons covered by the assess- 


ment were volunteers and not 
em ployes. The d ep artm en t 
disagreed. 


The union said the volunteers 
received $5 a week, room and 
board and clothing. In exchan­ 
ge, they picketed during stri­ 
kes, attended rallies and helped 
run the union. 


In the 30-page reply, the 
d ep artm en t noted th at the 
original sum of $940,000 de­ 
manded of the UFW included 
$518,000 in unem ploym ent 
insurance payments, $336.000 in 
personal income tax withhold­ 
ing and $85,400 fo r la te 
penalties

problem encountered 


with 
applications 
involving 
ownership of a number of 
parcels by the same person is 
that smaller parcels could later 
be sold off separately, super­ 
visors were told, thus adversely 
affecting the program 
Several thousand acres of 
farmland were involved in the 
applications which were being 
held up as a result of County 
Planning Commission recom­ 
mendation recently to have all 
substandard parcels eliminated 
and approval given only to ap­ 
plications involving parcels 
that met the standard size of 
preserves. 
Basically, this is 
minimum of 40 acres for prime 
land and 100 acres for non­ 
prime land 
New state law effective Jan. 
1 of this year had brought on the 
need for clarifying the matter. 
The board’s declaration 
means that it is possible now 
for all 87 new applications to be 
recorded, thus adding about 
17.000 additional acres to a 
program now embracing some

The board's oral guidelines 
included holding up of process­ 
ing of new applications — 
beyond those which met the 
1976 deadlines — until a written 
policy is established on im­ 
plementation of the new state 
law in this county.

Analyst A Alan Post 
In a lengthy report issued 
Tuesday. Post said use of the 
price scanners would economi­ 
cally boost large stores, adding 
th at “ com petition m ay in­ 
crease among larger stores 
while at the sam e time declin­ 
ing among larger and smaller 
stores.” 
A 1975 law requires that food 
stores using automated check­ 
outs mark individual items with 
specific prices The law is in ef­ 
fect until April 1. About 15 
supermarkets 
in 
California 
have installed the devices. 
Post said that because of the 
high rate of employe turnover 
in the grocery industry, “em ­ 
ployment reductions caused by 
scanner implementation could 
occur through attrition as op­ 
posed to layoffs.” 
Assuming that each store 
must mark each item with a 
price, the analyst said, a total 
of 5.900 to 8.650 supermarket 
job positions would be lost 
Post said larg e grocery 
chains would benefit the most

MOSCOW (UPI) - Andrei 
Sakharov, the Soviet Union’s 
leading dissident, is under 
threat of arrest and prosecution 
if he c o n tin u e s to issu e 
“ slanderous 
concoctions” 
against his country, Soviet 
authorities said. 
Sakharov, 55, was called in 
Tuesday for a session with the 
Soviet Union s deputy general 
prosecutor in the most serious 
confrontation ever between the 
1975 Nobel Peace Prize-winner 
and Soviet authorities. 
It came in response to his 
statem ent on possible official 
involvement in a Jan 8 Moscow 
subway explosion — reportedly 
a bomb that killed between five 
and seven persons and wounded 
20 others 
The charges stemmed from a 
letter Sakharov released a 
week after the blast in which he 
called for an international in­ 
vestigation into its cause 
Sakharov has maintained the 
explosion may have been staged 
to discredit the dissident move­ 
ment 


S akharov, known as the 
father of the Soviet hydrogen 
bomb, said he was given an 
“especially serious warning” 
by Sergei Gusev, the Soviet 
U n io n s 
d e p u ty 
g e n e r a l 
prosecutor 
A ccording to T ass news 
agency, the prosecutor accused 
him of disseminating “deliber­ 
ately false slanderous concoc­ 
tions” about Soviet involve­ 
ment in the subway explosion 


Sakharov told Western jour­ 
nalists he did not directly ac­ 
cuse Soviet secret police of set­ 
ting the explosion, but expres­ 
sed fears the blast may have 
been a provocation sanctioned 
by high officials. 


“ I understand the sharp 
character of my statem ent, but 
I am not sorry because in a 
sharp situation one has to use 
sharp m eans,” the physicist 
said he told the prosecutor 


Tass said Sakharov’s letter 
contained 
elem ents 
“ which 
sm ear the Soviet state and 
social system and is therefore 
punishable according to the 
criminal code ” 


Coffee promoters hope to 
drinkers to swallow price, 
get 
coffee 


United Press International 
The International Coffee Or­ 
ganization, which is to the cof­ 
fee break what OPEC is to the 
car pool, came up today with a 
Madison Avenue-style solution 
to the problem of escalating 
prices — get coffee addicts to 
swallow the price as well as the 
product 


In the United States, the cof­ 
fee bôycott spread to include a 
hospital in Chicago, a drug 
store in Mount Ayr.

Senate m oves to delay 


definite prison terms 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill providing a six-month delay 
in the July 1 effective date of a 
controversial new system of 
setting definite prison term s for 
convicts has advanced to the 
Senate floor 
The measure (SB57) by Sen. 
Alan Robbins, D-Van Nuys, was 
approved T uesday by the 
Judiciary Committee on a 6-2 
vote. 
Currently, a person convicted 
of a felony is sentenced to an in­ 
determ inate term , such as five 
years to life, and the parole- 
granting Adult Authority sets a 
release date 


Under the new law, judges 
would be required to set a 
definite prison term — as 
spelled out into the law — at the 
time of sentencing 


Robbins said changes were 
needed in the new law, especial­ 
ly provisions allowing con­ 
victed to be released if they 


have already served the mini­ 
mum sentence under the new 
statute. 
The Department of Correc­ 
tions has estimated that as 
many as 1.300 convicts would be 
eligible for release under those 
provisions. Under the law, the 
Com m unity R elease Board 
would have 90 days in which to 
hold hearings on the cases of 
men already in prison to deter­ 
mine if they should be held 
longer. 
Robbins said it was better to 
delay the new law rather than 
“ finding out after dangerous 
crim in als a re walking the 
streets that we have problems 
with it.” 
The Brown adm inistration 
has drafted amendments to the 
se n ten cin g law to c la rify 
procedures used by the release 
board to determine whether a 
prisoner may be released But 
the am endmemts have not been 
introduced 


“To the extent that better in­ 
formation will affect or steady 
the market, this should help,” 
said an American delegate to 
the summit conference. 
Today, the ICO will map out a 
multimillion-dollar 
promotion

That move — to be financed

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Dow Chemical gives up on State 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Dow C h em ical Co. has 
reallocated the $500 million 
which would have built a petro­ 
chemical plant in California to 
an undisclosed foreign country 
where similar facilities will be 
constructed, a company re­ 
presentative says. 
Jack Jones, chief lobbyist for 
Dow in Sacramento, said in an 
interview Tuesday “ all we want 
to do is disengage” from the 
California proposal. 
“ The capital that would have 
gone here has already been 
allocated to another project in 
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another country,” Jones said. 
Employes in the ‘‘project 
team” also have been reassig­ 
ned. he said. 
After Dow announced last 
week its decision to “ indefinite­ 
ly delay" the California project 
because of government red 
tape, 
environmentalists said 
the move might be a tactic to 
rally public support for speedy 
government approval. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
also said Dow could reapply and 
added the state would have is­ 
sued a prompt decision if Dow 
had not withdrawn its permit 
applications for the plant in the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta 
But Jones said the company 
was “ just being polite” when it 
used the phrase “ indefinitely 
delay" and added that any pos­ 
sible reconsideration would not 
occur in the near future. 
He declined to disclose which 
country would get the facility 
but noted the multi-national 
company now has similar 
plants either in operation or un­ 
der construction in Europe, 
Canada, the Far East and 
Brazil 
Jones said the company did 
not want to appear as being 


“ un-American” but added, “ If 
you arc to survive in this world 
you must build with a world 
perspective.” 
If Dow reconsiders its deci­ 
sion to build a new California 
petro-chemical plant, it would 
be “ years down the road ... 
right now it’s a dead project.” 
Jones also said, “ Dow has 
never had any problem getting 
a plant approved anywhere in 
the United States or anywhere 
in the world except in Califor­ 
nia ” 
When Dow’s decison was an­ 
nounced, Bill Press, the gover­ 
nor’s director of planning and 


research, said the move was 
“ unfortunate” because a deci­ 
sion by the state would have 
been forthcoming within “ 70 
days.” The governor has since 
then echoed his 70-day es­ 
timate. 
But Jones said Dow had never 
been informed by the state that 
a final decision was expected in 
70 days and “ never given any 
encouragement that that would 
happen " 
He said the company could 
foresee only delays in winning 
government approval and then 
“ years and years and years” of 
court battles with environmen­ 
talists. 
Federal assistance

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TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) 
— State officials say homeless 
and penniless migrant farm 
laborers, suddenly forced out of 
work because of lost crops 
resulting from the cold spell, 
cannot adequately be helped 
without federal assistance. 
Gov Reubin Askew Tuesday 
ordered state agencies to in­ 
itiate all possible action to help 
migrants and farmers who have 
lost their seasonal incomes 
because of last week’s freezing 
cold 
He issued an executive order 
lifting weight restrictions for 
trucks hauling farm products, 
allowing more feed and produce 
to be shipped to disaster- 
sticken areas. 
But after conversations with 
administrators in the Depart­ 
ment of Community Affairs, 
the agency chiefly responsible 
for assisting migrants, the 
governor said the state has the

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WINNSBORO, Tex (U PI)

friend and banker to this 
small northeastern Texas 
community of 3.200 all his 
life.

“ My gross error was keep­ 
ing two to four businesses in 
this community going when 
they were in failing con­ 
dition,” Cain, 63, wrote in a 
suicide note. “ It was a gross 
mistake, but their payrolls 
were valuable to the com­ 
munity and provided jobs.” 
Cain, whose shooting 
death at his home Sunday 
was ruled a suicide, owned 
one of the only two banks in 
town 
His death and the 
bank’s closing Monday 
shocked many of his friends 
as well as the bank’s 2,500 
uninsured depositors. 
“ We’ve lost a dear friend 
and a valued member of the 
community,” said Mayor 
Mike Dossett. “ He was a 
fine Christian individual He 
was a Sunday school teacher 
for years and years and ac­ 
tive in our Rotary club and 
all communitywide func­ 
tions He was much loved 
and respected.” 
The bank, called the Cain 
Banking Co., was one of the 
few private banks left in the 
country Cain’s father pur­ 
chased the bank in 1926. 
A local firm has not 
finished its audit on the 
bank 
In the last official 
report, the bank's deposits 
were nearly $5 million and 
loans outstanding were over 
$2 5 million 
The deposits of 2.500 resi­ 
dents of Wood and Franklin 
counties are not insured 
because the bank was 
privately owned 
Cain, who is survived only 
by his 93-year-old mother. 
Susie, requested in his will 
that all his assets be added 
to the assets of the bank, a 
spokesman said 
Mayor Dossett says 
rumors are widespread, but 
that depositors have 
remained calm 


Supervisors get threats 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Police bolstered security 
around three of the city’s super­ 
visors Tuesday after pellets 
damaged the window of a realty 
office owned by one official 
following “ death threats” pur­ 
portedly made by the New 
World Liberation Front. 


The front window of the 
realty office of Supervisor John 
Barbagelata was hit by three 
pellets early Tuesday. Police 
said the projectiles came either 
from an air gun or a slingshot. 
Later, a bomb threat made by 
a caller identifying herself as 
from the NWLF emptied the 
domed City Hall. Mayor George 
Moscone and about 100 city 
workers waited outside for 
about an hour until the police 
bomb squad declared the 
building safe. 


The NWLF. in a statement 
sent Monday night, warned that 
“ death warrants” would be is­ 


sued against three supervisors 
and three other persons unless 
their “ above-ground” courier, 
Jacques Rogiers, was released 
from custody and health care 
improved at the city and county 
jails. 
Rogiers was to be arraigned 
today in Municipal Court on four 
counts of threatening public of- 
ficials and one count of 
threatening for extortion He 
was arrested without incident 
Sunday night and is being held 
in lieu of $100,000 bail. 
The NWLF statement gave 
Thursday noon as the deadline 
for authorities to meet the de­ 
mands 
Named in the message were 
Supervisors 
Barbagelata, 
Dianne Feinstein and Quentin 
Kopp. Also named were doctors 
Robert Mendel and Barry 
Kramer, who work at the 
county jail and Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Raymond Bletz. who 


was involved in prosecution of 
charges against Rogiers. 
Barbagelata said he was 
angry at the continuing har­ 
assment. 
“ If they think they’re going to 
intimidate me, they're wrong,” 
he said Tuesday night, breaking 
a self-imposed silence on 
several 
recent incidents 
‘ They’re only making me 
tougher.” 
Barbagelata said shots were 
fired at his realty firm’s win­ 
dows last January and said a 
car tried to run down two of his 
sons as they played in front of 
his house last year 
“ We cannot live like this. We 
have to start getting some of 
these nuts to move to another 
city." the supervisor said 
Last January 10, the NWLF 
claimed 
responsibility for 
bombs delivered in candy boxes 
to the homes of Barbagelata 
and Kopp Neither device ex­

Tanaka goes on trial tomorrow 


TOKYO (U P I) - Former 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka, 
a rags-to-riches politician who 
once was the most powerful 
man in Japan, goes on trial 
Thursday on charges of accept­ 
ing $1 67 million from the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
Tanaka, his one-time secre­ 
tary and three former business­ 
men will face a panel of three 
judges in a large courtroom 
across the street from the 
Imperial Palace. Four prosecu­ 
tors will take turns reading a 
40.000-word opening statement 
detailing the charges against 
them 
The trial is the culmination of 
the 11-month Lockheed bribery 
scandal that has sent Shock­ 
waves through Japan’s political 
world The U.S. aircraft compa­ 
ny has admitted paying nearly 
$12 million to prominent figures 
to promote sales of its aircraft. 
The prosecution contends an 
official of the Marubeni Corpo­ 
ration. then Lockeed’s agent in 
Japan, delivered yen notes 
stacked in cardboard boxes to 
Tanaka's secretary on a Tokyo 
sidestreet. 
Tanaka, who was prime 
minister from 1972 to 1974 and 
who headed the biggest faction 
in the ruling Liberal Democrat­ 


ic party until his arrest last Ju­ 
ly, has denied the charges and 
accused the prosecution of con­ 
ducting a “ witch hunt.” 
The stocky, gravel-voiced 
conservative, now free on bail, 
remains influential and active 
in politics and last month was 
re-elected to the House of 
Representatives. 


Legal experts say the trial 
could last three years and that 
if found guilty Tanaka — a 
farmer’s son who made a for­ 
tune in the construction in­ 
dustry — could get more than 
seven years in prison and a $5 
million fine. 


Three former Marubeni ex­ 
ecutives are also on trial with 
the 58-year-old Tanaka and his 
secretary. But numerous other 


prominent Japanese have been 
implicated in the scandal. 
The bulk of alleged payoff 
funds are believed to have gone 
to rightist leader Yoshio 
Kodama 
In addition, Kenji 
Osano. a billionaire Japanese 
businessman who owns several 
Honolulu hotels and who is 
Tanaka's closest friend, also is 
believed to be involved 
The prosecution has been un­ 
able to conduct a full investiga­ 
tion of the two men because of 
their illnesses 
Two other politicians — 
former Transport Minister 
Tomisaburo Hashimoto and 
former Parliamentary Vice 
Transport Minister Takayuki 
Sato — also are scheduled to go 
on trial next Monday in connec­ 
tion with the bribery case. 


Archbishop defends 
execution of Gary Gilmore 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex (UPI) 
— A Roman Catholic archbish­ 
op, defending the execution of 
Gary Mark Gilmore to his 
parishioners, says without capi­ 
tal punishment life “ would be 
unlivable today in vast areas of 
the wastelands of the world ” 
The protests about Gilmore’s 
death before a Utah firing 
squad were “ an unholy clamor 
from the mouths of a small but 
vociferous 
m i n o r i t y . ” 
Archbishop Francis J 
Furey 
said Tuesday in a column writ­ 
ten for "Today’s Catholic,” the 
archidiocese’s official 
news­ 
weekly, 
‘ Here was an admitted 
criminal who was given the 
punishment he deserved and the 
protestors were many,” Furey 
said “ Yet, not a word from the 
same people when on that very 
same Monday thousands of in­ 
nocent human beings were 
snatched from their mothers’ 
wombs and thrown in the waste 
basket " 
Furey has been a leader of 
the local “ right-to-life” move­ 
ment to abolish abortion 
“ I am thoroughly convinced 
that people who commit hei­ 
nous crimes, such as brutal 
murder, and other crimes 
against society, should be made 
to pay with their most precious 
possession, their life,” the 
prelate said “ Only in this way 


can the punishment be made to 
fit the crime 


“ Without capital punishment 
and swift justice, life would 
have been unlivable in the 
pioneer days of our West and 
would be unlivable today in vast 
areas of the wastelands of the 
world

Emile Griffith 
still too young 
to hang 'em up

NEW YORK <UPI) — On the eve of his 39th birthday, when he should be out 
enjoying himself and having a good time, Emile Griffith won t be. 
He'll be doing what he has done to make a living the past 19 years of his life. 
He'll be fighting 


His purse for next Wednesday night’s 10-rounder with Irish middleweight 
champion Christy Elliott at Madison Square Garden will be $10.000. only a frac­ 
tion of the $225.000 he used to receive for facing opponents like Italy’s Nino 
Benvenuti But Emile Griffith, who was the world middleweight champion 
three different times and the welterweight titleholder twice, isn't kicking at 
all Nor does he think he should quit. 


"1 love the sport very much.’’ he says, ‘ plus I'm still making good money. 
True, not as much as I once did. but more than I could somewhere else. Do I 
ever think of quitting? Yes, sometimes Like, when I lie in bed at night. I think 
about it But then I say to myself I have one more goal. I want to win the title 
once more You know I’ve won five of them — six really, counting the junior 
middleweight — but for some reason they didn’t recognize that one.” 


Emile Griffith has complete faith in the two men who handle him. Gil Clancy 
and Howie Albert, and that’s perfectly understandable because they couldn’t 
take better care of him or feel any closer to him if 
he were their own son 


Clancy and Albert both say nobody will have to tell them when to make Grif­ 
fith quit They’ll know before anybody else will, they claim 


“People say. 
When are you gonna retire Em ile0’” says Albert 
“It 
aggravates me because the people who ask that are the ones who haven't seen 
him fight lately To me, he’s the most remarkable athlete I’ve ever seen. 
Nobody takes off on him. The day Emile gets beat up for even one round, we’ll 
make him stop fighting right on the spot.” 


Griffith is the same happy-go-lucky individual today he was when he started 
fighting professionally here after coming from the Virgin Islands and winning a 
Golden Gloves title while working in a hat factory Albert once operated. 


From the beginning, he always has helped his family with his ring earnings 
He was supporting 13 of them at one point 


There have been stories he s broke now 
“The money I should have, I don’t have, but I’m not busted.” he says, 
laughing about it. "I’m glad to have done what I did with my money. Taking 
care of my family, I m ean.” 


Griffith's mother, Emelda. one of his most vocal supporters, has never in­ 
terfered with his career 
“She never told me to quit, but she never wanted me to start, either,” her son 
recalls 
i t took her six months before she signed my first contract I was 18 
and I told her if she didn’t sign it then. I'd sign it myself when I got to be 21 So 
she signed it.” 
Emile Griffith’s meeting with Christy Elliott will mark his 110th professional 
fight He has won 85, including 24 by knockouts, and lost 21 with two draws and 
another ending in a no-contest. Only once has he thought about quitting serious­ 
ly — in 1962 after kayoing Benny Paret in 12 for the welterweight title. Paret 
died 10 days later. 
i was going to retire when I had my accident with Paret,” Griffith says, and 
you can almost see him going back in his mind 15 years ago to the episode "I 
sponsored a baseball team at the time, one called Emile Griffith's Griffs,' and 
they were a wonderful bunch of kids I told them I was going to retire and they 
said I couldn’t because if I did, they would have no one to help them No one to 
get them uniforms, balls, bats, gloves and shoes It was a very difficult time 
for me. but in the end it was those kids who talked me out of quitting." 
Few athletes personify the word professional more than Emile Gnffth does. 
He is proud of being a boxer and adds dignity and grace to a profession which is 
short of both those qualities He feels he can keep fighting another five years. 
And then? 
“ Well." he says, ‘i ’d like to get a fighter of my own or help train kids Any 
kid who comes behind me I’d like to see him trained the right way That’s the 
way I was brought up Other than that, all I’d like would be for some people to 
remember a little of what I contributed to my sport " 
Em ile Griffith shouldn’t trouble himself on that account People are liable to 
remember far more than he thinks

The bureaucracy 
crashes on 


In what now appears to be a 
brilliant step backward, the 
new Secretary of Defense has 
come up with a well-thought 
out plan to deal with the 
overwhelming bureaucracy in 
his department. He’s going to 
add to it. 
Indeed, Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown is considering 
adding three undersecretaries 
to his department staff in an 
attempt to deal, on a daily 
basis, with the jungle of 
bureaucracy in the Depart­ 
ment of Defense. 
According to a congres­ 
sional source, the plan has 
been brought about by the 
secretary’s apparent difficulty 
in dealing with a total of ten 
assistant secretaries in dif­ 
ferent areas as well as 11 
directors of offices within the 
department whose authority 
roughly equals that of the 10 
assistant secretaries. So what 
we have here, ladies and 
gentlemen, is an adding to of 


an already existing problem. 


Under Brown’s plan, none of

secretarial jobs would be 
abolished, but would instead 
be reshuffled so that they

a penchant for shooting at each other, 
never mind the availability of the m eans 
of doing so In Japan, w here there is very 
strict gun control, there are very few 
gu n -in flicted violen t c rim es.

at. But intra-fam ily crim e is virtually 
im possible to regulate If you took away 
Lizzie Borden’s axe. she'd have found 
som ething else As for the robbers, how

suspecting that a loaded gun m ight greet 
them upon entering? (If Larry O'Brien 
had been arm ed, Nixon would still be 
P resident) 
In the South, which is heavily arm ed, 
th e

elsew here M oreover, how do you weigh 
the social value of the serenity achieved 
by those who have guns at hom e9 The old 
couple in the Bronx, for instance, who sl­ 
eep b etter for the know ledge that, 
should it co m e to it, they a re not 
d efenseless? 
And as a practical m atter, no one 
argues that the professional crim inal 


class w ill be either deprived of the 
m eans of getting a hand gun. or even 
greatly discouraged from using a hand 
gun for such operations as require it: 
because a crim inal w ill tend to w eigh the 
m arginal utility of a gun-on-the-job, not 
the stretched-out sentence for carrying 
one

job” supervising students for 10 days — 
or about 43 cen ts an hour. Additionally, 
the busload of sixth graders appears to 
be attracting public attention all across 


the country 
In the colum n, the expenditure of the 
$2,350 is related to the “ econom ic pinch” 
that w as a consideration in the closure of 
two schools last year 
Are you aw are 
that the closure decision produced nearly 
$100,000 for this y ea r’s budget, by a com 
bination of cost savings and additional 
revenue »Hancock le a s e )9 In m y view , 
the two figures are not com parable.
